Sees Debt Issue 


Must Narrow the Gap Be- 


tween U. S. Revenue 


and Expenditures 


WASHINGTON.—f/P)—Saying there 


was a mounting public debt, the Com- 
merce Department expressed belief 
Sunday that future business prospects 
were conditioned in part upon the 
possibility of narrowing the gap be- 
tween government expenditures and 
receipts. 


In a "world economic review" for 


19jj, the department said that "the 
government deficit springs from the 
root of unemployment, which is still 
the major problem 
confronting the 


country." 


"Most of the recent increase in the 


public debt has resulted from emerg- 
ency expenditures Which will be re- 
duced as the need diminishes," the re- 
port .said. "At this dote tho evidences 
of ned are still manifest." 


Saying the public debt "has contin- 


ued to mount rapidly, notwithstand- 
ing the substantial increase in the na- 
tional revenues," the report added: 


"Kuturc business prospects are in a 


degree conditioned upon the possibil- 
ity of bringing" expenditures more in 
line with receipts and thus eliminat- 
ing, partially at least, the uncertain- 
ties prevailing in connection with fu- 
ture taxation and 
other 
budgetary 


problems." 


Estimating the gross federal debt at 


$30,557,000,000 Ht (he end of 1935. the 
report said this was 7.5 per cent above 
the total for 1934 and about double 
that for 1930. It added that "the gross 
debt of state and local governments, 
however, has changed but little dur- 
ing the past three years.

Negro Confesses 


Clevenger Killing 


Hotel Hall Boy Alleged to 
Have Admitted the Slay- 


ing of Co-ed 


ASHEVILLE, N. C.—UP)—The mys- 


terious hotel room murder of 18-year- 
old Helen Clevenger, young vacation- 
ing co-ed, was solved Sunday, Sheriff 
Laurence E. Brown said, with the ar- 
rest and confession of Martin Moore, 
22, H negro ball boy. 


Moore, after all night questioning, 


signed a statement that he crept into 
the girl's room at the fashionable Bat- 
tery Park hotel the night of July 15, 
bent upon robbery, and killed Miss 
Clenvenger when she cried out. 


The negro said ho did not except to 


find the New York University student 
in her room; since the door was un- 
locked, "but when I got in there she 
screamed, and that's why I shot her." 


"She screamed some more," he add- 


ed, "and started to run out. I struck 
her with the gun. When she fell on 
the floor I struck her several times 
more to stop her screaming, as I was 
scared 
and 
did not 
want 
to be 


caught." 


Moore denied he made any attempt 


to ravish the girl, although a physi- 
cian said there appeared to be some 
evidence of an attempted assault. 


The arrest and confession of the 


hotel employe ended a three weeks in- 
vestigation of a crime which had baf- 
fled authorities and led to the deten- 
tion and subsequent release of eight 
parsons. The last of these was releas- 
ed Sunday afternoon after Moore's 
confession. He was Daniel H. Gaddy, 
28, hotel night watchman, who had 
been detained for questioning almost 
since tho crime. 


Previously Sheriff Brown, chief in- 


vestigator of the murder, had regard- 
ed Gaddy as the "key man to the 
whole mystery" and said that "when 
Gaddy gets ready to talk, we'll break 
this case wide open."Today he releas- 
ed the night watchman and said he 
was "completely exonerated." 


The green pajama-ctad body of the 


victim was found in her second floor 
room about 8 a. m.. July 16, by her 
uncle. Prof. W. L. Clevenger of North 
Carolian State College, with whom 
she was traveling. 


A bullet had pierced her heart and 


lodged in her back and her face had 
been mutilated by a severe battering 
with some heavy instrument. He legs 
were thrown under her body, and of- 
ficers said the position indicate the 
Stateii Island (N. Y.) girl was on her 
knees pleading for her life when she 
was slain. 


Moore, the sheriff said, was arrested 


Sunday night on the tip of Banks Tay- 
lor, negro pantry boy at the hotel, 
who had been secretly detained Thurs- 
day night for questioning. 


Brown said Taylor told him that the 


hall boy recently had come into pos- 
session of a pistol. Then the sherif 
took Taylor to Moore's home and con- 
fronted him with the story. 'Moore

' When studies were made of Jewish

temperature of the skin on fingers and 
toes, and the average 
increase in 


blood pressure and in pulse rates, 
•were greater generally in Jewish men 
than in those of other races. 


The differences were more decided 


with temperatures of 


the skin. 


In an endeavor to explain this re- 


sult, the authors point out that they 
found Jewish smokers in general 
smoking more rapidly and more deep- 
ly, and inhaling much more than oth- 
er smokers. 


On the other hand, sensitivity, to to- 


bacco, as demonstrated by tests of the 
skin, was found twice as often in those 
who were not Jewish as in those who 
were. 


In the women who were tested, each 


smoking two cigarets, it was found 
that there was n decrease in tempera- 
ture of the skin of fingers and toes and i 
an increase in blood pressure and 
pulse rate, similar to those observed 
in men. 


The mere fact that' tobacco can 


cause this type of reaction should be 
definite indication that excessive in- 
dulgence in'tobacco is harmful. 


There still are many facts relating 


to cause and method of treatment of 
Buerger's disease that doctors do not 
yet fully understand. It should be 
apparent, however, that quite defi- 
nitely there is a relationship between 
the ailment and tobacco smoking, and 
any one who has this condition, or 
who seems to have a predilection to- 
ward it, should certainly take into ac- 
count the effects of tobacco in plan- 
ning the hygiene of his daily life.

Lacking in Nation 


Still No Specific Question 


Between Major Politi- 


cal Parties

It is too early to jump at conclu- 


sions, but many of those in Ihe active 
stream of national polities are wonder- 
ing whether the present campaign, for 
all its fury and depth of feeling, ever 
will produce n genuine "paramount 
issue." 


Certainly there is no sign thus far 


that any one specific question of na- i 
tional policy is emerging above all 
others, or is on the way to universal 
recognition as the hinge on which the 
election will turn. 


The great decisive campaigns of his- 


tory have produced such issues, and 
so have some of the lesser campaigns. 
Slavery, free silver and other defini- 
tive topics of dispute have inspired 
political battles which will live for- 
ever. Four years ago an individual 
— Herbert Hoover — became rather 
definitely the major issue. 


It may be that .before November. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt will be agreed 
upon ns the paramount issue of 19.'Jfi. 
There arc those who doubt it seri- 
ously, for to a peculiar degree popu- 
lar opinion often has shown a ten- 
dency to distinguish between 
Mr. 


Roosevelt and his policies, and to bo 
for one and against the other. 


At any rate, no such stage has been 


reached so far. Nearly all political 
leaders and commentators state the 
"paramount issue" differently. 


A highly illuminating observation 


on this subject was made recently by 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg of Mich- 
igan, who predicted that the campaign 
would be fought out on "a combina- 
tion of major group issues." 


"No one issue is paramount," snii.1 


Mr. Vandenberg. "This is an interest- 
ing campaign in that it presents a se- I 
rics of major issues, each a personal i 
intense challenge to a group of the 
electorate." 


Reiteration of the word "group" is 


significant. There can be no question 
that group activity, group organiza- 
tion, and group appeal has reached an 
extraordinary stage. The most inten- 
sive efforts are in progress participat- 
ed in by leaders in all parties, to con-

Such a condition, in which almost 


every organized grtmp is assumed on 
general principles to be in politics 
this year, has had more or less embar- 
rassing consequences in some quarters, 


For instance, consider the Chamber 


of Commerce of the United States. It 
was founded as a business venture 
purely, and heretofore has kept a pret- 
ty clear reputation for non-partisan- 
ship. One former president of the 
chamber sits today high in New Deal 
councils. Another Is bitterly active 
ngainst the New Deal. 


Some time ago, the chamber con- 


demned various New Deal, (wllcics. 
Since then, it often has been linked 
in political utterances with those who 
arc seeking to unhorse Mr. Roosevelt. 
In that situation, the organization's 


July statement hailing the advent of 
a notable business recovery—a par- 
fectly normal and routine thing for 
the chamber to do under ordinary cir- 
cumstances—caused much political re- 
marks and speculation.

the July statement was -issued advis- 
edly, and with keen appreciation of

In his circular to the voters of this district, 


intentionally distributed at the last moment to pre- 
vent answer by his opponent, Mr. Kitchens charges 
that two years ago he was denounced as having 
"voted to tax washwomen and wood choppers, and 
against the farmers.

H. B. number 47 was a bill to prevent tele- 


phone, water, gas and electric light companies 
from charging penalties or fees for discontinuing 
or renewing service. 
It was fought by all utility 


companies. 
They wanted the right to increase 


their profits by penalties exacted from the custom- 
ers both ways, opening an account with them and 
closing an account with them. The practice is un- 
just. No merchant charges a customer for opening 
an account or closing it. The utility companies had 
a powerful lobby in the legislature to defeat the 
bill and Kitchens voted to defeat the bill. (H. J. 
;1929, page 588.) That was a vote for corporate 
wealth against the consumer and the people." 


S. B. Number 388, "The Infamous Omnibus 


Bill," the first fifty-one sections of which defined 
every kind of work, trade, or employment as a 
privilege and taxed a man for working at his trade. 
[The woodchopper or washwoman was taxed for 
iworking at that trade. His artful dodging in trying 
to switch it to the income tax is contradicted by 
the record. He says that they had to make $1500.00 
if single, or $2500.00, if married, before they paid 
a cent.

H. B, Number 175 was a bill to reduce taxes 


ion farm land, and provided farm relief and encour- 
feged agriculture in the State of Arkansas. It would 
have prevented foreclosure of hundreds of thou- 
jsands of acres of land on which farmers were un- 
able to £>ay taxes. The bond companies holding 
Arkansas bond* demanded their pound of flesh 


and Kitchens voted with them against the farmers. 
(H. J. 1929, page 455.) 


The journal of the proceedings of the legisla- 


ture are a better record than his circulars distrib- 
uted at the last hour of the campaign by people in 
cars with Louisiana, Texas and Oklahoma licenses. 
He has not shown one vote, where corporate 
wealth and the interest of the people conflicted, 
where he voted for the people and against corpo- 
rate wealth. 


He says the Root Petroleum Company has
